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We Take Old Clothes 

THE present cold snap, altliough merely a 
forenmner of what is to come, has 
crystallized into actual fact the prophesy, 
long since recorded, that the cuiTent winter 
is to be the poorest and most trying in tJie 
historj- of the Dominion. In Montreal the 
summer was practically jobless. Worknien 
by the hundred -n-ere turned away from all 
the Jarge industrial plants and many of the 
smaller companies were forced to close 
down altogether. Now that the Port is 
about to cease .^clivitics unemployment 
conditions will be made worse than ever. 
There is no sign of improvement. And al- 
thobgh the latest Royal Bank Letter ven- 
tures to announce that the worst of the de- 
pression is over, there lies ahead a long, 
bleak Tvinter through which a large section 
of the community mu.^t struggle lacking 
work, money, food and even clothes. 

Here and there throughout the city 
devoted soul.=; ha\-e established reiuge sta- 
tions where those most sorely in need may 
reoçive assistance. One of these, the Duf- 
îex'M Square Refuge, is anempting to do 
something towards alleviating distress by 
taking care of destitute single men who 
have neither- jobs, homes, nor money. They 
are able to do inci.-t -.of their work -with 
funds provided from rharitable sources 
and have already given food and shelter to 
several hundreds of ihe most needy victims 
of the industrial depression. But with the 
advent of cold weather workers at the re- 
fuge find themselves in desperate need not 
of food or money, but of clothes. 

Investigating the various sources fron? 
which supplies of old clothing might be 
avîiilable, the Registration and Welfare 
Conimittee of the Refuge circularized 
seviiral of the largest corporations in the 
city along wiiti the Students' Executive 
Council of McGill. The letter was brought 
before the Council last night and read in 
part as follows: — 

"We represent the Dufferiu Square 
Refuge, an organization recently 
formed to afford relief to the large 
number of unemployed men whose 
condition today constitutes an eraer- . 
gency duniandiiiK instant considéra- ' 
tion. I'his organization has the ap- 
proval and co-operation of the Feder- 
ated Charities, Council of Social Agen- 
cies, and all Social Agencies of differ- 
ent sects outside the Fede;ration, and 
is, therefore, non-sectarian. 

"Our aim is to provide sustenance 
and protection during the coming win- 
ter for the thousands of unemployed, 
homcicsf-', .single men, for whom no 
provision has heretofore been made. 
Apart from feeding and lodging, one 
of our immediate re.siioiisibilitieB is to 
provide clothing for extreme cases. 
"The articles most in demand are 
f .men's overcoats, spits, lx)otB and 
shoes, underweai', hats and woollen 
accessories." 

, The Council appointed a member of 
the Society to f5)r^,^fi,^,iÇommittee and oi'- 
ijanize the .businefstqf ;cp^^^ old clothes 
frpra the students. But as this cpmrnittee 
cannot possibly start its work of intimate 
canvassing before the beginning of the 
week, and as the necessity is immediate, 
the Daily is taking the liberty of Bounding 
this first appeal. 

■It is quite useless to .stress the lig\ti- 
niHcy of the appeal for we, a.s students, 
know that help of a very material and sub- 
stantial kind must be given to our unem- 
ployed during the pre.seiit crisis. Last year, 
for a very deserving but somewhat more 
remote cause the student body donated 
.something mori; than two hundred dollars. 
S^rfjly, when our donations are to be put 
tpiWprk very much nearer home, and when 
iwe contribute old clothes rather than 
money, there is e\ery. reason to hope thai 
the response will be at least as generous 
,as that wiiich a similar editoi'ial in thi.s 
column <,allt:d foj'lh last year.

Coming to the present lime, the two oulsland- 
ing literary figures In Spain aro Busriue 
descent. They arc Miguel do Unamuno, mystic and 
poet, and the . novelist rto Darojn. Personally, I 
prefer Unantuno's prose writtnga to hia. poetry 
probably because translated poetry Is not as effec- 
tive as the original. His novels, really novelettes, 
are for the most part of the deeply PHyeliuIoglcnl 
genre.

Tho form of debate used was a cross 
bptwccn the Parliamentary arid 0.\- 
foi-d .',nd Cambridge systems, tho de- 
bate proper being earned on under 
tho first s>'stent, while there ere 
judges .IS in the latter. The Prime 
Minister was E. .T.' >Vhitc, who was 
.'.bly assisted hy p. H. lV,.ick. and P. 
Alchin, while the defeated leaders of 
the Opposition were X. Lev-}", A. M. 
Minion, and K. Angel. 

The Prime Minister opened the de- 
bate by explaining the terms and 
mentioning a few of the pi-ejudlces 
■Khieh might be claimed to have been 
in tile minds of the Opposition. He 
also explained tliat It was not to be 
ejcpccted that they bring positive 
proofs to defend negative proposi- 
tion and concluded his speech with a 
quotation from "William .lames, "A 
roUcgo education ia to help you to- 
recognize a good man when you sec 
him." thus proving, according to the 
spcak<r, thr.; at college the student 
acquired knowledge and did not bene- 
fit spci'.ty. 

Speik* »n Oppositivfl 

A. M. Mlnioa wa^ the first to pre- 
srr.t the <">jipr.j:it ion's side of the 
rjucEtlon. He pointed out that, al- 
though James was a great pfillosoph- 
cr, his was the opinion of only one 
lr,an, and could not be presented as 
au ;Lrgument in itself. He went on to 
state that th^rfl was no question as 
to the value of the ser^-Ices rendered 
to society by Oie science, medical, 
and dcntislrTi- students and graduates, 
v.-liilc tlic arts students aquircs an 
c-Jui-ation. a thing which Is ot great 
use to him in after life. 

Donald Black, who ably supporteJ 
the ■ Government first rebutted the 
Opposition's attack by pointing out 
tliat the debate concerned the stu- 
dent as sucli. and not as a graduates. 
He accused the Student ot being a 
parasite on society, who was Inca- 
puûj',': of conferring a benefit, and 
as a somewhat irrelevant example 
mentioned the famou!! stat:ie, wiilch, 
claimed, w.is due to )Iie bribery 
of the artist by a group of studentM 
of a certain much maligned kcIiooI of 
the university. 

The Opposition forces rallied to ih" 
attack In tlic person of K. Angel, v.iio 
claimed that the Government ho/1 
tfcken an entirely wrong viewpoint, 
and that the student was not a par.a- 
site, ljut tliat the grçat majority were 
K'.f-supporilng.

partial suzerainty ot the President of 
the French Republic, lie regaled his 
.-ludlcncB with many descriptions uf 
the amusing mediaeval customs to 
which tiic natives cling. 

In thanking i'rofcssor Adair, tlie 
chairman. Mr. A. J. G. Macduff, com- 
plimented him on Ills wit and his pic- 
tures, which kept his audience amused 
and ■astonished by turns.

Outlines Seismology 
In the I.-ust part ot hia lecture, the 
spc.'iker gave an oullliio ot tho work 
that is being done in seismology 
sliowiiig slides ot tho inslrumonlH 
used, and explaining the principle; 
involved. Ho then .showed the record.' 
ot various earthquakes, including thr 
famous disturbance at Tokio seven 
years ago, and the 1923 'quake Ir 
tinehcc. 

Ho described tho nature. of the vari- 
ous earlhqiiako waves, and thowcd 
how they wero refracted and reflect- 
ed by tho various layers of the inter 
lor of the earth. He c:^plalne.d that 
from this and from calculations made 
In gr.xvity, a diagram of doiisllies and 
sizes of tho vorloua parts of the in- 
terior of tho earth had been worked 
out, which w-a.s considered to cIosc!jr 
approximato tho truth. 

In answer to tho various questions 
Dr. .Stewart llliiatratcd the causes o.' 
earthquakes, nnd how it Is possible 
lo delcrmtno them In advance. Ho 
then compared them with volcanoes 
which, ho staled,- were only loi-al dis- 
liirbanccH, and duo lo many illffei-on' 
causes. Tlm meeting was then ad- 
journed tlll.tho flrst week in Ueccm- 
her,.
